Laurel Avenue 

Ordinance of intention for the im¬ 
provement of Laurel avenue between 
Baldwin and Mountain Trail, and 
Merrill avenue, between Laurel and 
Highland, was adopted. A petition 
was also received for the improve¬ 
ment of Laurel between Baldwin 
and Auburn under the 1911 bond 
act. This was referred to the city 
engineer for verification. 

School Auto Stops 
A communication from the school 
trustees asked that some provision 
be made for ensuring safety from 
auto traffic in the neighborhood of 
the public school. Reckless driving 
by many persons was complained of. 
The matter was referred to Street 
Superintendent Udell with power to 
make some suitable regulation. 


Tuesday, March 25, was tentatively 
agreed upon last night by the city 
trustees as the date for the water 
bond election. At that time the vot¬ 
ers will have an opportunity to pass 
upon the question of issuing $75,000 
in bonds for the improvement of 
the water system and development 
of water. 

The first step in the proceedings 
was the adoption of a resolution of 
necessity, which was done last night. 
While this resolution calls for an 
issue of $80,000, it is proposed to 
sell only $75,000 worth as previously 
announced. 

The total of the issue is set at 
$80,000 because the issue must run 
for 40 years and be retireil in equal 
parts each year. The higher figure 
permits division into bonds of an 
even $1,000 which will sell much 
more readily. They are so much 
more marketable that Attorney 
Baker said he had been advised by 
bond men that they would sell read¬ 
ily at five and one-half per cent, 
whereas bonds of smaller uneven 
amounts would have to pay 6 per 
cent. After the bonds are author¬ 
ized and issued, they need not be 
sold except as needed, and the extra 
$5000 is expected to be held by the 
city as if the issue were only 
$75,000. 

Cemetery Issue Delayed 

No action was taken last night on 
the proposal to enlurge the cemetery 
zone because no report has been re¬ 
ceived from the state board of 
health on the possible effect on the 
city water supply. Chairman Mitch¬ 
ell announced that the ordinance 
would not be taken up for formal 
consideration, but invited anyone in¬ 
terested to speak. 

Col. Herman Hall presented a pe¬ 
tition, signed by a large number of 
citizens, protesting ags'\st the ac¬ 
tion. J. W. Strickland 'ke briefly 
ih opposition. W. E. Doty said 
while he favored the plan he thought 
some bond should be required of the 
purchasers of the property involved 
to ensure carrying out of the plans 
for parking and beautification in ac¬ 
cordance with assurances given oral¬ 
ly at the last meeting of the board, 
which Chairman Mitchell agreed was 
a wise suggestion. 

H. R. Coit said he would not 
speak for or against the plan hut 
believed the city should proceed 
cautiously. He thought some safe¬ 
guard should be provided for peo¬ 
ple of small menas who could not 
afford burial in a place as expensive 
as it was proposed to make this 
cemetery. 

Montecito Opening 

Whether or not the time is ripe 
for the opening of Montecito avenue, 
between Lima and Sunnyside, was 
the subject of a lengthy discussion. 
Chairman Sparks of the street com¬ 
mittee said the committee had 
talked with Mrs. V. E. Colwell, pres¬ 
ent owner of the land, who said she 
was opposed to the proceedings. 
Her son, Max Colwell, was present 
and informed the board they did not 
think there was any necessity for 
opening the street now, that it 
would be unjust to them to force 
the expense on them for the ben¬ 
efit of owners and subdividers of 
adjoining land. 

E. A. Miller said he had waited 
two years on the promise of R. A. 
Fowler, former owner of the land, 
that he would not oppose the open¬ 
ing of the street through the block. 
Members of the board recalled that 
Mr. Fowler had said in the council 
chamber that he would abide by 
whatever the board decided. Mr. 
Miller said he and W. A. Evans had 
replatted their land on that assur¬ 
ance, providing for the opening of 
the street. He had gone to the ex¬ 
pense of installing paving, curb, 
sidewalks and piping and thought the 
development of the west end justi¬ 
fied proceeding at once. Attorney 
Baker said the board of trustees was 
the sole judge of the necessity for 
the street opening.

The division collected a total of 
$9,756,789.44 during the year in mo- 
; tor vehicles which will be spent on 
state and county highways, half by 
the state and half by the counties. 

I Los Angeles county’s share of this 
money will amount to $1,838,230, be¬ 
ing based on the number of regis¬ 
trations. The report stated the divi¬ 
sion operated on less than three per 
cent of the total collections during 
the year. 

Motor vehicle registrations for the 
entire state amounted to 1,114,977. 
Thjs was a gain of 27 per cent over i 
1922. The total was divided as fol¬ 
lows: automobiles, 1,056,756; trucks, 
43,527; motorcycles, 14,693. 


Mr. Randall was sent to Washing- 
ton by national dry organizations 
at the opening of congress to watch 
the interests of supporters of “dry” 
legislation. The judiciary committee, 
which handles all “dry” legislation 
in the house, Mr. Randall reports, 
has more “dry” members than the 
committee in the preceding 
[congress. The leaders of both par¬ 
ities when approached by Mr. Randall 
promised to designate an increased 
| number of “drys” on this committee 
and both kept their word, although 
the seniority rule resulted in the 
choice of a “wet” chairman by the 
Republicans. 

When asked about the purposes 
of the “dry” party in making a 
presidential nomination, Mr. Randall 
said that “the dry ticket would stay 
in the field unless one or the other i 
of the old parties make an absolute¬ 
ly safe nomination from the dry en¬ 
forcement standpoint. 

“The present farce of enforcement 
fools nobody,” he continued. “The 
Federal Enforcement Bureau con¬ 
ceals within its ramifications vast 
corruption and malfeasance.

DRY WEATHER 
GARDEN NOTES 
FOR FEBRUARY

A11 Southern California is watch¬ 
ing with interest the drive in Los 
Angeles county to round up automo¬ 
bile thieves. This intensive cam¬ 
paign was begun by the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice, the city police department and 
the theft bureau of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California, follow¬ 
ing reports for January which 
showed that automobile losses by 
theft reached their freak in that 
month. 

According.to testimony of officers, 
reducing the number of auto thefts 
will automatically decrease the num¬ 
ber of major crimes, as the first 
step in a holdup or burglary is the 
theft of a motor vehicle for a speedy 
escape. 

To stimulate interest, the Automo¬ 
bile Insurance Carriers Theft Pre¬ 
vention Association will pay a mini- 
jnum reward of $50 for the arrest 
and conviction of any automobile 
thief in Los Angeles County. Here¬ 
tofore $25 has been paid for the re¬ 
turn of a stolen car, but this reward 
had little effect in apprehending the 
thief.

Planting has been delayed this 
year becuuse of the lack of rainfall, 
but it should not be delayed any 
longer. Just go ahead and plant 
and irrigate or it will be too late to 
plant a great deal of stock that 
must be in at this time of year. 

All plants are more or less dor 
mant now and can be easily trails 
planted. This is especially true of 
the deciduous ornamental and fruit 
trees, grapevines and berries. 

This is the best time to- plant wis¬ 
taria vines as they, too, are decidu¬ 
ous now and can be easily moved in 
their bare roots. Even large plants 
can be moved with safety if the

Grafted wistarias are to be pre¬ 
ferred to seedlings as they come 
into bloom right away, while seed¬ 
lings may take five or six years to 
mature. 

Grafted wistaria can be had in 
purple, white and pink, also in dou¬ 
ble purple. 

Time for Pruning 

If you have not already pruned 
your rose bushes, do it now. The 
old wood should be cut out where 
possible. The new growth of last 
season should be retained, as it is 
the blooming wood. Climbing roses 
are harder to prune as the old ami 
new wood becomes so tangled it is 
difficult to cut. Prune out the old 
wood where you can and cut off the 
runners that have become too long. 

Deciduous fruit trees must be 
pruned very soon or it will be too 
late; also grapevines. 

Deciduous flowering shrubs, such 
as lilacs, bridal-wreaths, etc., should 
not be pruned until after they flower. 

Lawn Treatment 

Lawns should be cut close, raked 
over to get out the Bermuda grass 
and given a dressing of sheep fertil¬ 
izer. Bare spots in the lawn can be 
spaded up. fertilized and sown to 
blue grass and clover seed. 

New lawns will start well at this 
time of year. It is best to prepare 
the soil and water for two or three 
weeks before sowing the seed so that 
(he weed seeds can germinate and be 
hoed down. This will save a lot of 
work and grief afterwards. 

Banks on which blue grass will 
not thrive, can be planted to l.ippia. 
It will make a good lawn substitute. 

Bulb Plants 

Gladioli bulbs can Ik- planted now. 
Some of the flowers of the newer 
sorts are very large and have gor¬ 
geous colors. 

Dahlias, cannas anil iris can be 
divided and reset now. Also the 
perennials, such as Shasta daisies. 
Gazanias and chrysanthemums, can 
be divided now. Chrysanthemums, 
however, will do best if new plant 
are set out each year from cuttings.
